Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention described in U.S. Patent No. 5.828,580 to Ho, the improvement comprising a back 
annotation apparatus and method for performing a pre-layout simulation to detect active nodes, 
the potential of which changes when a predetermined signal is applied to a logic circuit during the 
pre-layout simulation, and both extracting parasitic elements and performing a post-layout 
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Simulation using the netlist generated based on results of the pre-layout simulation. This 
patentable distinction is included in each of the independent claims, nos. 1 and 6. The art of 
record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render obvious the useful, 
concrete and tangible <back annotation method for performing a pre-layout simulation to detect 
active nodes> having the corresponding structure which is disclosed. in the specification and 
equivalents thereof at least at page 5, line 22 through page 11, line 16, and Figures 1-12D. In 
view of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be patentable over the 
prior art.
